Death Comes Gently 


To Pioneer Woman 


Death came as peacefully as soften- 


ing twilight to Mrs. Claiborne Vaughn, 
one of the few remaining pioneer wo- 
men of the Covina valley, who passed 
away while sitting in her chair Thurs- 
day morning, just after arising from 
a night's rest. She was eighty years 
old and had been identified with the 
settlement 
oil the valley since the 


first four or five families came into 
the plains to take up homesteads, 
and her life came to a close in the 
same ranch dwelling on Cypress ave- 
nue where she first took up the for- 
tunes of a pioneer with her husband. 
Claiborne Vaughn died at the home 
two years ago, on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 5, 1910, at the age of 78 years. 
With the passing of these two people 
is written the closing chapter of the 
earliest days in Southern California. 


Maria. Pauline Vaughn started with 


her husband from the east to peek the 
new El Dorado in 1852, and made the 
journey across the plains with an ox 
team. They intended to go to Pike's 
Peak, where gold had been discovered, 
but when nearing the destination they 
were met by returning prospectors 
who told them that it was unwise to 
proceed further. They came to Cal- 
ifornia, and at one time lived in Pet- 
aluma. 


When Mr. and Mrs. C. Vaughn 


first came to the San Gabriel valley, 
they were obliged to take up a home- 
site in.the canyon, far up in the moun- 
tains because the plains where the 
c!ty of Covina now stands were with- 
out water. Only a few grazing cattle 
could be seen on the vast stretches 
of country at that time. They were 
among the first to build a home in 
the lower country. 


tract of land from the ^ailrbadiliopit 
nany at $1.25 an acre and buiit the 
first bouse on Cypress avenue, the 
one in which both died. At the time 
Mr. Vaughn died, 
the remainder of 


this original estate was valued at $60,- 
000, 
and. one-half of it was given to 


the widow, and one-half to a nephew, 
James Vaughan, who lives near the 
old place. The ranch property is in a 
highly improved condition. 
The or- 


ange trees on this ranch are said to 
be among the most profitable in the 
valley. 


In the yard of the old place there 


is a great eucalyptus tree planted 
by Mrs. Vaughn 39 years ago. It is 
twenty-four feet 
in 
circumference. 


Mrs. Vaughan recently finished im- 
proving her home ranch by making 
beautiful sunken gardens, with about 
an acre of fine lawns. 


Up until the day before her death 


Mrs. Vaughn was in good health and 
in fine spirits. 
One day this week 


she walked alone from her place to 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Harry Dam- 
erel, and spent the day there with 
her adopted daughter. The evening be- 
fore her death she was in telephone 
conversation with Mr. Damerel, and 
seemed in the best of health. Her 
death was merely the gradual disso- 
lution that come* of a long life, ready- 
to end in the most natural manner. 


Mrs. 
Damerel was raised by Mr. and 


Mrs. 
Vaughn from the time she Was 


two years old, and has always been 
known as a daughter, although the 
pioneer couple were really childless. 


Mrs. 
Vaughn passed fifty-three years 


in California and forty years at the 
old homestead in Covina. She was 
born in Shelbyville, Indiana, and \\"\F 
Carried in that place on September 
18, lSr>4. 


The funeral will bo held this morn- 


ing {Saturday) at the homestead at 
10 o'clock, and ali old residents, neigh- 
bors and friends are invited to attend.

made a trip through the building this 
week to look at the newly-installed 
machinery. Manager White has in- 
stalled what he tennis the "modern 
sensible method." The machinery has 
cost more money than the old style 
fn, ,^ , reiUrn °" the Investment is 
found In the better grade of work 
which the new method will do 
wi?.nViiniificant thing in Connection 
with the machinery is the fact that' 
this laundry does not use any such 
Uiing as the "hand mangle," or what 
is known as the most destructive ma- 
chine in a laundry. The new ironing 
machine at the Covina laundry which 
is over fifteen feet long, and at which 
six girls can work at one time, is a 
soft ironing machine. The great steel 
rolls' are padded an inch thick with 
canvas, so that when an article of 
clothing passes through, it is not 
squeezed until the warp and woof is 
ground into a pulp. 


Tlie soft ironing machine is the rea- 


son why the new laundry is doing 
such good work on all flat work The 
towels and pillow slips, sheets and 


other flat pieces, do not come out of 
this machine all shining and glossy 
because they are not rolled between 
steel rolls, but between soft rolls 
A 


glossy towel or pillow-slip shows that 
the fabric has been rolled too hard 
Once or twice through the machine on 
the hard rolling process and the towel 
is destroyed. 
Manager 
White says 


that no glossy finishing will ever come 
from his laundry. 


Another feature that is interesting 


is that of the vacuum wringer. This 
is a great iron bowl, capable of hold- 
ing a half a ton of wet clothes, just 
as they come from the washing ma- 
chine. The bowl revolves with great 
centrifugal force, and in the sides of 
the bowl are small holes. The water 
is thrown out of the clothes by the 
force of the whirling, and the clothes 
are made freer from water in this 
fashion than they could be by bein~ 
put through the wringer. 


There is absolutely no chance for 


the clothes to be harmed. They can- 
not be torn in this centrifugal wringer 
and no pressure is brought upon them, 
as is the case in the ordinary wring- 
ing processes. 


Manager White says that he expects 


to have a task in teaching some cus- 
tomers the value of the modern meth- 
od, but he will be sure of teaching 
them in the end. For instance, he 
showed the practical workings of the 
collar-ironing machine. This machine 
n most of the cheap laundries is set 
down hard and flat, and will roll a 
collar out as thin as paper, while It 
gives it a certain gloss that is taken 
rom thje hard.rollsV•• :A+ tie^Boliar wil

s to finishcollars 'and: such work 
with the dull finish. A collar, when it 
comes from the Covina laundry has 
he same dull finish that is found on 
i new collar purchased at the store. 
A glossy-finished collar is never worn 
by anyone who has a knowledge of 
correct dress, and the work done in 
a laundry that makes this gloss will 
surely destroy the collar. 


The manager says there is a big 


difference in the materials used by 
laundries. He points out the fact that 
he will use nothing else but wheat 
starch in his work, while nearly all 
the cheaper laundries use corn starch. 
There is certainly a.difference in the 
price's of starch, and the work is cer- 
tainly different. 
Wheat starch, as 


every housewife knows, is much bet- 
ter for the fabric, and does finer work. 


The Troy laundry has been steadily 


increasing its business in the last two 
weeks. The manager feels that bo 
has just got his new factory running 
smoothly, and is now ready for all the 
work that is sent him. The laundry 
uses a big automobile delivery and 
collecting wagon, and it also sends 
out several one-horse wagons.

OF TRUSTEES OF THE CITY OF 
COVINA DECLARING ITS INTEN- 
TION TO IMPROVE PUENTE AVE- 
NUE IN TTIF CITY OF COVINA, 
AND DETERMINING THAT BONDS 
SHALL BE ISSUED TO REPRES- 
ENT THE COST THEREOF.

The Board of Trustees of the City 


ot Covina do ordain as follows: 


Section 1.—That the public interest 


and convenience require and that it 
is the intention of tho Board of Trus- 
tees of tho City of Covina to order 
th# following work to be done, to-wit: 


1st. The improvement of Puente 


Avenue in the City of Covina from a 
line fourteen (14) feet east of and 
parallel with tho west line of Bar- 
ranca Street on the east, to a line' 
fourteen (14) feet west of and parallel 
with the east line of Hollenbeck street 
on the west, including all intersections 
of streets and avenues by grading and 
paving with crushed rock, 
crushed 


rock screenings and asphaltic oil to 
the official line and grade in accord- 
ance with the drawings and specifica- 
tions for such work hereinafter desig- 
nated.

Section 2. Said Board of Trustees 


determines that serial bonds shall be 
issued to represent assessments of 
Twenty-five Dollars ($25.00) or over 
for the cost of said work or improve- 
ment. Said serial bonds shall extend 
over the period ending nine ('J> years 
from and after the second day of Jan- 


uary next succeeding the date of said 
bonds, and an even annual proportion 
of the principal sum thereof shall be 
payable by coupon on the 2nd day of 
January every year after their date 
until the whole is paid, and the inter- 
est shall be payable semi-annually by 
coupon on the 2nd days of January 
and July respectively of each year at 
the rate of seven (7) per cent, per an- 
num on all sums unpaid until the whole 
of said principal and interest is paid. 
Such bonds shall be issued in accord- 
ance with the provisions of an Act of 
the Leglislature of the State of Cali- 
fornia designated as, "Improvement 
Act of 1911," approved April 7th, 1911. 


Section 3. The Street Superintend- 


ent shall, immediately after the adop- 
tion of this Ordinance of Intention,

be c o n s p i c u o u s l y 


posted along the line of said contem- 
plated work or improvement, notices 
of the passage of this ordinance, as 
required by law. 


Section 4. The curb lines on said 


Puente Avenue from Barranca Street 
on tho east to Hollenbeck Street on 
the west are hereby established six- 
teen and one-half (16%) feet from 
the property lines. 


Section 5. The City Clerk shall cer- 


tify to the adoption of this Ordinance 
and shall cause the same to be pub- 
lished twice by two successive inser- 
tions in the "Covina Argus," a week- 
ly newspaper published and circulat- 
ed in the City of Covina and hereby 
designated for that purpose. 


The foregoing ordinance was adopt- 


ed by the Board of Trustees of the 
City of Covina at a regular meeting 
thereof, held on the 26th day of No- 
vember, 1912, by the affirmative vote 
of at least three trustees, to-wit:

Work For farmer 


Bacteria as helpful coadjutors ot 


the California farmer, as subterrenten 
brownies, have been 
further 
made 


known to fame through the efforts o 
Dr. Charles B. Lipman. associate pro 
fessor of soils of the University o 
California. This is shown in a pape 
entitled "The Distribution and Activ 
ity of Bacteria in Soils of the Arid 
Region," which will be published a. 
the first number of the new series o 
"University of California Publications 
in Agricultural Science." 


In his article Doctor Llpman speaks 


of the superior activity of bacteria 
agencies in the California soil, due to 
the climate of California, which is o 
such mildness in summer that the 
top soil does not bake and the air 
can penetrate to a greater depth than 
in other climates. This aeration o 
the soil can facilitated by frequen 
plowing and harrowing, and the bac 
teria thus will draw more nitrogen 
from the air into the -soil. 


The fertility or soil is perpetrated 


by the planting and plowing under o 
crops of vetches and peas and other 
manuring, plants and by the appllca 
tion of manure dressing which wil 
filter through the soil, and thus, as 
Doctor Llpman says, "provide mater 
ial which shall furnish opportunity 
for the unseen hosts of friendly bac 
teria to do their wonderful work." 


One contributory cause of the per 


iod of prosperity which is dawning 
on the nation now is the application 
of principles of scientific farming to 
American lands. This due to the work 
of the schools of agriculture in the 
several states. 
The department of 


agriculture of the University of Calif- 
ornia is among the foremost in the 
dissemination of valuable information 
to the farmers of its sphere of in- 
fluence, and the new work being un- 
dertaken and the new publications 
issued 
are extending the benefits 


from the university throughout the 
state.—Riverside Enterprise. 


Highway Repair Cost 


Likely To Be Low 


Although it will be impossible 
to 


make dependable estinjates as to the 
cost of maintainance of the county 
good roads system for a year, 
the 


supervisors believe that the upkeep 
will be extremely small compared to 
estimates for road 
repairs 
in tho 
East. 


"We are carrying on 
our mainte- 


nance department 
now at nominal 


cost," said S. A. Butler, chairman of 
the highway committee of the board 
of supervisors today. "It is in the 
hands of Chief 
Highway 
Engineer 


Joiner without salary, as he carries 
it along with his work for the county 
highway commission. 


"Until the highways are completed 


and will have been given considerable 
usage it will be impossible for me 
to estimate tho cost per mile. I am 
convinced that this will be much less 
than is generally figured, for the main 
care will be to keep the rough sur- 
faces down and where the wear is 
great to apply occasional coats to off- 
set the wearing down of the surface. 


"The great expense of roud repairs 


which comes through the upheaval of 
the frost, tearing up the base itself, 
is not feared in this country, and it 
makes a great difference. 
Mr. Join- 


er, who is familiar with the trouble 
of this sort experienced in good roads 
work in Massachusetts, is delighted 
with the .possibilities of low mainte- 
nance on the roads of Los Angeles 
county, and he thinks that we shall 
bo able to show tho country new 
records in lessened upkeep because of 
our climatic conditions. 


"Our 
plan ha^ been to build the 


roads which carry the greater amount 
of traffic 
to meet these demands, 


thereby 
calling for a comparative 


amount of repairs not much greater 
than on the less used roads. The har- 
bor boulevard is an example of this 
policy. It was built especially keep- 
ing in mind the heavy traffic which 
will be expected with the completion 
of the harbor, and is one of the best 
roads in the country. 


"The harbor boulevard contemplates 


the increase of traffic between the 
port and the business section to an 
nxtent which may call for the widen- 
ing of it, and provision has been made 
for this when it becomes necessary. 
In case the city should decide to con 
struct a commercial 
boulevard 
on 


cither side of the present road to fa- 
cilitate traffic by trucks to and from 
the harbor, as has been suggested, 
there is nothing to stand in the way 
"f the improvement."—Los 
Angeles

BUILDING IN ALLUVIAL SOILS 


FOUND IN THE SAN GABRIEL VALLEY 


The boast of the Golden West and 


the basis of its prosperity ia its deep, 
rich soil. From the rolling prairies of 
Ohio to the sunny California valleys 
is a vast expanse, comprising millions 
of square miles, the greater part of 
which is of the formation known to 
the geologist as alluvium, or the sedi- 
mentary deposit of waters. This silt 
accumulation, being the. lighter and 
more thoroughly 
decomposed 
por- 


tions of ancient rocky strata with a 
greater or less admixture of decay- 
ed animal matter and vegetable mat- 
ter, is the ideal basis of agriculture. 
Alluvial valleys and plains are the 
granaries and orchards of the earth. 
The ancient seats of empire on the 
banks of the N'ile and the Euphrates 
were established in the midst of such 
territory, and the lands that bore 
the gift of the receding waters were 
the cradle of the race. 


But the soil conditions which bring 


population and wealth and the insis- 
tent demand for more 
and 
better 


means of transportation are the very 
ones which made road building costly 
and 
difficult. 
Almost anywhere in 


Massachusetts the digging away of a 
foot or so of the surface leaves a | 
hard formation of some sort, which 
may be depended upon as a pem>a- 
nent foundation: but 
in Kansas or 


California the alluvial deposit is some 
times of unknown depth, and nearb 
always deeper than any excavations 
for road purposes: and the establish 
ing of an adequate and immovable 
base is a problem as yet very far from 
solution. 


The available materials 
for 
road 


building through farming regions ar*» 
often very limited in character, and 
in some localities the best that seems 
to be possible is the making of roads 
which are fairly good during half rf 
the year, but which winter rains and 
snows convert into sloughs of des- 
pond. The water soaks and softeua 
the subsoil, and such materials as 
have been employed to improve the 
surface seem to have disappeared in 
A sea of mud.

of this sort has been done in 


the construction of many of our high- 
ways. With true American determina- 
tion to get results and get them quick- 
ly, we have centered our attention 
and our expenditure on surfacings 
and pavings, and have often placed 
these on materials which the freez- 
ing and thawing and the waters of 
the heavy rains and melted snows of 
late winter will convert into some- 
thing very like a quaking bog. The 
surfacings of rock and oil of our new 
and handsome boulevards are suppos- 
ed to constitute a water-tight cover- 
ing, and perhaps will protect the sub- 
stratum 
from Ithe direct action of 


rain and snow; but only time will de- 
termine the 
effect 
of 
the seepage 


from tho sides. 


It is a fact, however, that if we 


build in such a way as to absolutely 
insure permanency, we can, with the 
funds available, make but one mile of 
improved highway where five are 
needed. 
Perhaps

manency is, under present conditions, 
the best that can be hoped for. The 
experience of the next five years will 
settle the question as to the neces- 
sity of deeper foundations. 


What applies to the roadbed is even 


iT-ore true of bridges and culverts. 
They should be adequate and of a per- 
manent character, but, in the alluvial 
country, they should certainly be of 
•\ typo of construction which does not

an 
absolutely 
immovable 


base. A brick or concrete culvert, ade- 
quately prepared and perfectly built, 
is a 
substantial 
improvement, 
but 


laid in a bed of silt is very like a 
chimney, built, 
as 
they sometimes 


are in ramshackle contract houses, 
from the first floor only, and not from 
the cellar bottom. Such a culvert is 
extremely likely to fail after a few 
wet seasons. Corrugated iron seems 
to be the most available material un- 
der these conditions. Culverts made 
from it are naturally very strong, and 
they seem to have the ability to adapt 
themselves to the severe conditions 
brought about by a settling or shift- 
ing bed. Many of them are to be seen 
doing tiood work in places where it 
has been found impossible to main- 
lain any form of masonry: and now 
that pure iron is available for the pur- 
pose, a material to a great extent 
immune to the action of rust, v,e may, 
reasonably expect a very long ten.:'

MANAGER POWELL GIVES SIGNIFICANT FACTS 


BEFORE MEETING OF COVINA GROWERS 


There are in California 150,000 acres 


of oranges, and 25,000 acres of lemons 
bearing and non-bearing. 


The total investment in this acre- 


age aggregates $1,000 an acre combin- 
ed with the investment in the lands, 
an additional investment in packing 
houses and other'facilities for market- 
ing the fruit, brings the total invest- 
ment of orange and lemon groves in 
the state of California up to $175,000,- 
000. 


It costs $1,000 an acre to bring 
orange and lemon orchards into bear- 
ing. This is the actual capital invest- 
ed. 


There are 90,000 acres on which 


•water has been developed that are 
available and practical for lemon-grow- 
ing in California. This acreage is not 
yet planted. It lies in the San Fernan- 
do valley, the Covina valley, tho Or-1 
ange county newly-developed territory,' 
and in the middle and northern part of 
the state. There are 10,000 acres in 
one tract in the Sacramento valley, 
near Willows, now available for lem- 
on-planting. The foothills of the Sier- 
ra Nevada mountains, now practically 
untouched, will at some time be made 
to grow lemons more 'prolifically than 
the mountains slopes of Aetna, and 
the Sicilian terraced hills. 


The last three years we have 


shipped from California oranges and 
lemons: 


1910 
.50,000 carloads 


1911 
40,000 carloads 


1912 
-___47,000 carloads 


The outlook for the coming year is 
that we will ship 50,000 carloads, or 
more. 


Florida produces 13,000 carloads of 
citrus fruits; Spain exports 40,000 car- 
loads, or one billion pounds; Italy, 
10,000 carloads of oranges, 50,000 car- 
loads of lemons, one third of which 
comes to this country; Japan 1,000 
carloads of oranges; Cuba, 1,500 car- 
loads of oranges (industry is decreas- 
ing in Cuba); Jaffa, 1,200 carloads; 
Jamacia, 600 carloads; Porto Rico, 
800 carloads. 


This makes about 166.666 carloads 


of which California produces, speak- 
ing roughly, about one-third. Califor- 
nia produces eighty per cent, of the 
citrus fruits raised in America. , 


The above are a few of the facts 


gleaned from the opening remarks 
of G. Harold Powell, manager of the 
California Fruit Growers' Exchange 
who gave one of the most remarkable 
addresses ever delivered in this local- 
ity at the annual meeting of the Or- 
ange Growers' Association last Sat- 
urday. Mr. Powell, who succeeded B. 
A. Woodford as manager of this great 
marketing system, was formerly at the 
head of the United States Bureau of 
Plant Industry. He has just returned 
from a visit to every eastern agency 
of the Exchange, and is now confront- 
ing the duties of moving the winter 
navel crop. 


Continuing his address, Mr. Powell, 


in touching upon the comparative 
labor question, said that- labor in the 
citrus groves of California was paid 
for at the rate of from $2.25 to $2.75 
per day; in Spain, forty cents a day; 
Italy, fifty cents; Cuba, fifty cents; 
Porto Rico, seventy-five. 


It costs the California grower eighty- 


cents a box to get his citrus fruits 
transported by the railroads to the 
eastern markets. This is exclusive of 
refrigeration. Spain .pays thirty cents 
a case to all principal points. A case 
holds two and one-half boxes of the 
California size. Practically all trans- 
portation is by water. Italy also trans- 
ports by water, at a cost of twenty- 
five cents the case. 


Our freight rates are three times 


as much as foreign countries, and our 
labor four or five times as much, says 
Mr. Powell. 


It costs, as a whole, from two to 


four times as much to care for our 
groves. California growers pay $165 
an acre for the care of the orchards, 
outside of picking. They pay $200 for 
lemon groves. Contrary to the ideas 
of many, it is a fact that the citrus 
growers 
who 
spend 
the greatest 


amount of money per acre for the care 
of groves, are the growers who pro- 
duce fruit per box cheaper than others 
who spend less money on the groves. 


The tillage and care in foreign coun- 
tries is not so intense. There are 
many groves in the Valencia district 
of Spain that approach, in a sense, 
the condition acquired by California 
groves under intensive culture, but 
the greater acreage in foreign coun- 
tries is farmed less intelligently and 
yields proportionately less. 


THE MARKETING SYSTEMS. 


The stability of the crops on the 


land makes property values. Nearly 
all agricultural crops, such as wheat, 
cotton, 
butter, eggs, 
poultry, 
are 


handled on a speculative basin. Tho 
citrus 
crop, 
where 
it 
is handled 


through the California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange, is handled on a merchan 
dislng basis. 
In the Spanish system, 


the entire crop of 40,000 carloads is 
purchased by European dealers who 
Hond representatives to Palermo ami 
other cities, and who often combine 
on u single representative, who deals 
with the growlers. Thia system of 
Hpeculation has greatly depressed the 
HpaiilKh citrus industry, and at Union 
has faced it with a return of a IOKH 
on an en tiro yoar'.s crop. The Span-

tion. When the importers thought that 
the frost of last year had destroyed 
the California lemon crop, they rush- 
id many extra shiploads of fruit into 
this country, only to find that our 
lemons were in the market, and the 
result was that the foreign lemon- 
growers lost heavily last year, as tho 
lemon market was glutted by this 
hasty action. Not for ten years was 
the grower of Italy and Sicily so dab- 
ly demoralized. 


Mr. Powell also spoke of the apple 
crop in Oregon, Washington and Col- 
orado. Up until this last year the ap- 
ple crop this side of the Rocky moun- 
tains has not exceeded 8,000 carloads, 
he said, but the great crop of this 
year, which found the grower with 
many apples and no marketing sys- 
tem, 
has tended to make him see the 


necessity for cooperation. 
Because1 


the apple crop was enormous, the 
speculators, on whom the apple-rais- 
ers have relied to buy their fruit, are 
very careful about buying, if they 
buy at all. Only the very best of the 
Pacific Coast apples, the cream of 
the crop, has been marketed this 
year, while all over the Pacific Coast, 
the warehouses are full and bursting 
with second grade apples ,for which 
there is no market whatever. Specu- 
lators are afraid to buy fruit on their 
own responsibility in times when the 
crop is large, and the very time when 
the farmer should be getting wealthy 
is the time when he is allowed to 
watch his fruit rotting for want of a 
market. 


Therefore the northwest has be- 


come vitally concerned as to how to 
maintain the values of the lands. A 
group of bankers from Seattle, said 
Mr. Powell, came from that city to 
Los Angeles this fall, and held long 
conferences with the heads of depart- 
ments of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers' Exchanged, for the purpose of 
learning if the 
marketing 
spstem 


for oranges is adaptable for apples, 
and they left convinced that similar 
marketing systems can be establish- 
ed to do for the apple what it has 
done for the orange. The bankers 
were interested because they have 
loaned out money all over Oregon and 
Washington on apple lands, and these 
loans are very much in danger, un- 
less apples can be shipped 
out of 


these states in a few years. Over 
50,000 
carloads 
of apples will 
be 


shipped out of these states in a few 
years, as soon as the vast acreage 
now non-bearing begins to bear, pro- 
viding that a marketing system is in- 
troduced that will handle the crop. 


Mr. Powell drew attention to the 


fact that fifteen years ago the orange 
industry of California 
was in 
the 


same position as are now Oregon and 
Washington apple growers. As the 
acreage increased the 
prices went 


down, and, with the market entirely 
dependent upon margin speculators, 
the grower was completely at the 
mercy of an 'unscrupulous system. 
These were the red ink days. 


THE FIRST ASSOCIATION. 


The first cooperative association 


was formed at Pachappa, near River- 
side for the purpose of assemblying 
the fruit. It was the first time in the 
history of agriculture that farmers 
had gotten together with the idea of 
creating a market. 


At the present time said Mr. Pow- 


ell the California Fruit Exchange has 
200 bonded agents scattered over the 
United States and Canada and even 
in England and the oranges are mar- 
keted through this system strictly on 
the merchandising basis. The only 
man who has been eliminated is the 
exploiter. No legitimate- middleman 
has been dropped; he can still buy and 
sell oranges; but the man who manip- 
ulated the market up and down to the 
detriment of the grower and the bene- 
fit of himself has been eliminated 
and for all time. 


There are 6,500 fruit growers who 


belong to the California Fruit Grow 
ers' Exchange. They are grouped in- 
to coinmunitieal, where associations 
are maintained, principally 
on 
the 


non-profit sharing basis, and these as- 
sociations prepare fruit for shipment. 
There are 115 of these local associa- 
tions. They have been federated into 
district exchanges .having one, two or 
more associations to represent, and 
thesu exchanges represent the grow- 
er on the board of directorate of the 
California Fruit Growers' Exchange. 
There are seventeen of these exchang 
es. Tho central body is situated in 
Los Angeles, and is a cooperative, 
non-profit-sharing body, doing a busi- 
ness of $20,000,000 per year on a paid- 
up capital of $1,700, the latter figure 
being the original paid-up capital. 


The result of this system, says .Mr. 


Powell, is that the cars of fruit at 
always in the market where people 
wish to buy them. 
The 
Exchange, 


through its system of bonded agents, 
is in touch with every condition in 
every city. A great advertising fund 
is appropriated every year, and the 
"Sxmkist" brands are exploited all 
over the United States and Canada. 
Mr. Powell says that he has just fin- 
ished a 15.00 mile trip, and has found 
not a single asent has been ehanse-.l 
or superseded in the 'past year. 


Mr. Powell finished with an earnest 


plea for tho support of the rancher

41 st State Fruit Growers' Convention 
held at Santa Barbara, by Dr. Hopkins 
of Illinois, on Ground Limestone: 


"Occasionally 
one says he would 


rather use burned lime because it is 
more readily available. 
It is less read- 


ily available. 
The ground lime is al- 


ready in the available form. Further- 
more, there is no difficulty whatever 
regarding the availability of ground 
limestone. 
It is too available." He 


then proceeds to give cases at Roth- 
amstead, etc., how readily the lime is 
leaching out of the soil.. He further 
says: 


"Some people say that if you are 


going to use limestone it must be 
very finely ground—men who reason 
from just some theoretical standpoint. 
They do not have 
a 
true 
theory, 


because true theories, of course, are 
based on all facts; but based on a 
part' of the information that exists, 
they make the statement that lime- 
stone should be ground so it would 
pass through a sieve with a hundred 
meshes to the linear inch. 
I have 


used twenty-three 
carloads of 
lime- 


stone on my farm, and I would pay 
more for limestone ground to pass 
through a quarter-inch mesh screen 
than I would to pass through a hun- 
dred mesh screen. 
Why? 
Because 


durability is the great problem. If 
limestone 
is ground so it will pass 


through a ten-mesh screen, it is abund- 
antly fine; but I shall not be surpris- 
ed, when the information is all in, if 
it will be seen that a quarter-mesh 
screen will be sufficient."

extra expense in grinding finer can be 
in the coarser material that costs prac 
tically nothing. 


When it' is all very fine it all prac- 


tically dissolves at the same time and 
begins to all wash out.

FLOOD-WATER SUGGESTIONS. 


BY R. F. BULLER. 


Notwithstanding the representations 


made by people interested in finding 
a good market for the supposed sur- 
plus water that is expected to come 
through the Owens river ecqueduct, it 
is yet fay no means certain that there 
will be anywhere near the estimated 
amount available when It comes to a 
showdown. While on the other hand, 
It is an absolute certainty that the 
ipropo^ition to conduct some of it 
through a several million dollar con- 
duit from San Fernanda to San Di- 
mas,' and beyond, even if feasible, 
would involve such an enormous ex- 
pense that the price of water deliver- 
ed would thereby be prohibitive. The 
annual interest on five million dol- 
lars at live per cent, would be two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
which would make the water cost rd-' 
most three hundred dollars an inch per 
year, exclusive of the cost of mainte- 
nance, whereas the highest price at 
which water is estimated is two thou- 
sand dollars an inch; not every year, 
but once for all, and oven that is a 
fancy and fictitious price. How an> 
body is going to make three hundrec 
dollars an inch out of the use of an inch 
of water is a profound mystery. It i 
a sure thing that it cannot be doiu 
by raising oranges. Such being tlu 
situation, the question may well arise 
IB there no other way to get water in 
that region? 


The following Item taken from a 


Riverside paper suggests a possible 
remedy that is at least worth carefu 
consideration: 


WATER BEING CONSERVED. 


More than 5000 inches of water is 


being diverted at the mouth of the 
Santa Anita and Mill creek canyons 
at the east end of the valley, and al 
lowed to seep through the great gravel 
and boulder beds of the wash, of the 
San Bernardino artesian basin, to be 
held for summer Irrigation. This work 
is being done under the direc'Jon ol 
the Tri-Counties Conservation Asso 
cijuio". The wash vab first made elov 
on year« ago. Now the entire water 
supply of che two sucams during the 
winter n.-opths is being diverted." 


Obsene now that the beds of all 


the so-called washes between Pasa- 
dena and Lordsburg, as well as the 
ground adjacent thereto is invariably 
sandy, gravelly and porous, and at the 
same time easy to excavate with plow 
and scraper. 
Now, if 
instead of 


straightening and 
cementing 
these 


washes at great expense, in order to 
cause the water coming down them 
during the season of winter rains to 
run rapidly, these storm waters could 
be made to seep into the ground in- 
stead, an immense addition would be 
available for irrigation by means of 
pumps, and at the same time 
the 


troublesome storm waters would be 
held in chock so as to be comparative- 
ly harmless, thus killing two birds 
with one stone, as it were. 
It would 


seem that this could be done by con- 
structing numerous low concrete dams 
across the washes and evcavating ba- 
sins above each of them to any con- 
venient depth and width (but the wid- 
er and deeper the better), thus estab- 
lishing a system of seepage reservoirs 
all over that country at comparative- 
ly trifling expense. 
Moreover, even 


a. great deal of the water of the San 
Gabriel river could be saved by exca- 
vating open seepage reservoirs "on the 
gravelly land west of Azusa, to which 
the storm water could be diverted in 
any 
desired 
quantity by means of 


trnall canals with suitable head-gates. 


Of course this is merely a brief out- 


line of what could possibly be done, 
and it is submitted for what it is 
worth in the belief that, however it 


• might be made worth a great deal 


more than the proposed five million 
dollar conduit.

On one side the Warner, Whit- 
pel Company is unloading great truck 
loads of shredded wheat biscuit, "next 
to nothing" dinner wafers. 
alfalfa 


meal mid breakfast foods from 
the 


luiRki-- the prodical son raised such a 
wr about—and on the other side 
fviirk-loads of nat-hav ami fodder for 
the beasts of the field. Onlv an allev- 
wnv separates us from the foot! of thp 
horse,, and sometimes 1 think (lie 
horse is lucky in not having so many 
breakfast food concerns working for 
him. as it leaves him time to eat his 
inonls in peace. 


But aside from the jestiiifr, I am 


honestly convinced that the success- 
ful grocery in tho Covina valley in the 
future IR to take this matter of eatint' 
almost entirely off our hands. In fact. 
I believe that before loner the War- 
ner, Whitsel company will have UR 
"eating out of their hands." 
I notice 


that at a fine bannet tendered last 
week to the stockholders of a Covina 
concern, the 
Warner, 
Whitsel Com- 


pany was spoken of as "the caterer." 
Everything on the tables came from 
the Warner, Whitsel Company, store 
and bakery. 
We have come- to know 


that we can have our turkeys baked 
bv this concern while we listen to the 
Thanksgiving sermon or tho good old 
hvmns of Christmas time, and when 
tlie housewife can be sure that the 
dinner is going along all right while 
she is at church you can hank on it 
that, the firm that instituted the in- 
novation is bound to be popular and 
more popular as tho idea gets dissem- 
inated around. 


Prepared foods, in the shapo of 


breakfast foods, canned things of all 
kinds and specially tinned this and 
that and the other thing, were once 
mere fads, or perhaps the last des- 
perate resort of the bachelor of the 
family that cooked over a gas-jet in a 


hall bed-room and ate on the top of 
a trunk. 


But the Air.erican genius that con- 


centrates intensively on everything, 
has brought the prepared food ques- 
tion up out of its place of ignominy, 
until today, speaking earnestly, the 
modern grocery store is one of the 
most wonderful things of the age. 
I 


am firmly convinced that, were we to 
attempt to feed our 100 millions of 
people today in th old fashioned man- 
ner we would find that the cost of 
living would be doubled in a single 
flay. This may sound strange to you. 
You have been in the habit of being 
told the small can of meat, the ten 
cent can of tomatoes, and the prepar- 
ed 
bouillon, string beans 
and the 


whole gamut of things that go into a 
sealed can, are responsible for the 
high cost of living. The old story 
to the effect that the high cost of 
living has been in a large measure 
induced and produced by the "small 
package," and you who are grocers 
may know the truth of this question, 
but I believe that the by-product sav- 
ing in the United States has done 
more to feed the millions at a cheaper 
rate than care and prudence in mar- 
keting, care and economy in the home, 
or care and intelligence in legislation. 


The Armour company delivers a 


side of beef to the public for nothing. 
This is startling when said in this 
fashion. But the cost of getting that 
side of beef to the millions in the 
United States is greater than what is 
charged for it per pound. It is the by- 
product, which was formerly thrown 
into the rubbish-heap, which makes it 
possible for the present price of beef 
to prevail. If it was not for the little 
white jar of bullion, the bottle of per- 
fume, the bottle of glue, and hundred 
by-products that are made from a Tex- 
as steer, beef would now be higher 
than it was when the cow jumped 
over the moon. 


If it wasn't for the system inaugu- 


rated by that wonderful group of deal 
ers in kerosene, we would pay so 
much for the product that it would 
soon become prohibitive to the poor. 
We are not in the'habit of singing, 
"Praise John Prom Whom Oil Bless- 
ings Plow." but if we really knew 
what the Standard Oil company is do- 
ing and has done to cheapen the price 
of oil through concentration on all by- 
products, we would not always be lam- 
basting this terrible trust with such 
an absence of charity. 
Not that I 


think John D. needs or wants any 
sympathy or laurels, or that he will 
pine away and die if the people do 
not praise him, but we must hand the 
Standard Oil company the credit ol 
making oil cheaper for us, for it is a 
fact. The products of the hundreds ol 
drugs that come from coal tar and 
oil; the refined products for gas-burn 
ing 
and 
oil-burning stoves—have 


brought down the price of the pro- 
ducts in general, so that these com- 
modities are within the reach of the 
millions at a cheaper price than they 
used to be to the thousands. 


True, I believe that the ultimate 


consumer is being held up on prices— 
that prices for food-stuffs should be 
cheaper than they are today, hut not 
because of methods of production, 
but because of distribution and trans- 
portation. 
We, on the Pacific coast 


are to see a great revolution in the 
methods of transportation during the 
next two decades. 
It has a tremen- 


dous bearing on the cost of living. 
The Panama canal is sure to brine; 
wealth to us through more labor to 
develop more Pacific Coast wealth, 
and it will strike an equation in the 
freight rates, just as the Erie canal 
has done in the past for the freight 
rates in the locality where it has 
operated. 


There are two things that go hand 


in hand—prosperity and prodigality.

"One Carload Sold, 


One Comings-Doughty 


A remarkable demonstration 
was 


made In Covina recently, when P. E. 
Doughty, 
the 
local agent for the 


Buiok automobile, made a long pro- 
cession up Citrtifi avenuo with bin 
carload of new Buick cars. The line 
of cars was photographed in front of 
the First National bank. Mr. Doughty 
said yesterday that another carload, 
consigned to him, is due to'• reach 
here within a few days. This will 
make the third carload sent to Co- 
vina,. 


The Howard Automobile Company 


and the Buick Motor Company an- 
nounce the largest single automobile 
transaction that has ever been made 
in the history of the automobile busi- 
ness. This is the shipment of a solid, 
special trainload of Buick automo- 
biles. This trainload is made, up of 75 
double-decked carloads containing 375 
Buick automobiles valued at practi- 
cally half a million dollars, the total 
value in exact figures being $482,400. 


This shipment is made under one 


bill of lading, and a sight draft for 
the amount of the entire shipment 
will be met by the Howard Automobile 
Company on the arrival of the train- 
load. This will necessitate the largest 
check ever signed by an automobile 
dealer in favor of a manufacturer for 
a single shipment in the history of 
the industry, breaking the record for 
large checks, which was made by the 
Howard Automobile Company in pay- 
ing for their largest trainload 
last 


year, which contained 254 machines 
valued at $341,000. 


Prominent railroad 
officials state 


that this trainload of Buick automo- 
biles is the largest shipment of first 
class freight that has ever been han- 
dled in the United States. 


This large shipment is the more 


remarkable as these cars are in. addi- 
tion to the Howard Automobile Com- 
pany's regular allotment of 150 ma- 
chines per week, which allotment is 
being shipped regularly and is not. 
held up for even one week on ac- 
count of the trainload. 


That this deal is creating a sensa- 


tion in the automobile trade can be 
readily understood when it is stated 
that the freight alone on this ship- 
ment will amount to approximately 
$32,000. 


The Buick factory's production at 


the present time is from 1200 to 1500 
cars per week, and it will be neces- 
sary for them to manufacture in the 
neighborhood of 40,000 cars duving; 
1913, 
if they expect to take care of 


their trade throughout the country. 


The Howard Automobile Company's 


allotment for the coast is 10 per cent 
of 
the 
factory 
production, 
which 


means that there will be distributed 
on the coast, 4,000 1913 Buicks. One- 
third of this allotment has already 
been distributed, according to C. S. 
Howard, with apparently an ever in- 
creasing demand. 


One of the greatest problems with 


which the Buick Motor Company has 
had to contend in making this enor- 
mous trainload shipment was the se- 
curing of 75 automobile freight cars 
of uniform size at one time, there be- 
ing at the present time in the East 
such a-shortage of automobile freight 
equipment that automobile factories 
in general have trouble in getting 
enough cars in which to ship their 
production. It has taken the Buick 
Motor Company all of thirty days to 
get the necessary cars for this train- 
load, over and above what they need 
for their daily shipments. 


A representative of the 
railroad 


company will accompany this special 
train from Chicago to the coast. Tho 
two sections of the trainload will be 
consolidated 
at 
several 
different, 


points en route, for photographic pur- 
poses. There will also be moving pic- 
turps taken of the special at different 
points on route. 


Owing to the big demand for 1913 


Buick cars, the special train will be 
rushed as much as possible, until it 
enters the Howard Automobile Com- 
pany's territory. From then on the 
train will be run on daylight schedule 
only and will be stopped long enough 
for exhibition purposes at the differ- 
ent points where the Buick is repres- 
ented. According to figures furnished 
by the railroad people, fully 25,000 
people viewed the Buick trainload 
which carne through last spring. The 
big shipment is duo to reach the 
coast Christmas week.—Adv.

BEETLES KILL TIMBER. 


District Forester DuBois announces 


the final approval by the forest ser- 
vice of a sale which includes' 500,000 
lineal feet of lodgepole .pine poles 
from the Lassen National Forest, In 
the southwestern part of Lassen coun- 
ty, California, to the Western Timber 
Treating Company. This concern was 
recently incorporated at. Sacramento 
for the purpose of marketing light 
and 
telephone 
poles, 
and it was 


awarded the sale by the government 
after the tract had been advertised 
for sale and the highest bid submitted 
by the above concern. 


The timber included in the sale is 


now being slowly killed by the at- 
tacks of the bark beetle, and the for- 
est service decided to dispose of it 
in order to save the timber which hac 
already been killed but which is still 
merchantable, and to stop the spread 
of the beetles. Wherever the attack 
of the beeltes is serious enough the 
timber will be cut clean and the poles 
peeled immediately after cutting, in or 
der that the debris may be burned 
and the insects exterminated.

Studebakers Shown 


In Orange Belt 


Five Brothers Who Made Wagons 


in South Bend, Now Put Same 


Honest Work in Autos. 


If 
the 
five 
original Studebaker 


brothers who started that little wag- 
on shop back in South Bend, Indiana, 
could have happened to co'ine to Cit- 
rus garage in Covina this week, they 
would have considered that the Stude- 
baker name was keeping race with 
the times. 


Three generations 
have 
passed 


since that little wagon-shop back in 
the Hoosier country was started, but 
the men who sell the Studebaker au- 
tomobiles today, say that the princi- 
ple of the business is the same. Just 
the same as it used to be when the 
wagons were being made so well for 
the farmers of northern Indiana that 
the honesty and careful workmanship 
of the Studebaker boys made their 
fame grow until it became 
state- 


wide, and then nation-wide. 


Covina ranchers filled the garage, 


looking at a Studebaker vehicle, just

ure Mrs Emma Greenleaf of Long 
Beach, who lectured last Monday on 
the subject, "Some Phases of the 
Drama," 
gracefully 
gave 
homage 


where homage was due. She herself, 
with logic and keen satisfaction to 
her hearers, had built up her subject, 
while her talk was delightfully illum- 
inated by readings from Covina wo- 
men. Mrs. Greenleaf began by saying: 
"The drama of any period is a re- 
flection of the life and the problems 
of that period. If we as club women 
desire to help solve these problems 
It Is not amiss that our clubs should 
study drama as some of you are do- 
ing. I congratulate you Covina women 
on the work you have already done 
along this line." Mrs. Greenleaf told 
of her visit to the wonderful old 
theater in Greece, the theater of Dio- 
nysius, describing it so graphically 
that we too were upon the hill of 
Acropolis, and while the rows and 
rows of seats stretched tier and tier 
away from us, we could see also the 
splendid Parthenon upon another slope 
of the bill, 
that 
structure which, 


though reared so long ago as 400 B. 
C., has never been surpassed in the 
classic beauty of its lines. There, fn 
this theater of Dionysus, was first 
played Euripides' "Alcestls." Mrs. W. 
W. Nash interpreted the difficult lines 
of the classic play with intuitive sym- 
pathy, while her well-modulated voice 
and beautiful pronunciation charmed 
her friends. 


Then the lecturer took her hearers 


from Athens to poetic Venice, to the 
palace of the Doges, and the period 
of drama is that of Shakespeare. In 
the stately palace we were made to 
see Othello, the dark-skinned Moor: 
fair Desdemoua; the lofty Brabantio, 
and the more kindly duke. Mrs. Prath- 
er took the part of Othello; Mrs. Reed. 
Desdemona; Mrs. Crawford, Brabanto, 
and Mrs. Sherer, the duke. They show- 
ed by their well-read lines their pre- 
ceding study and understanding of 
the philosophic poet. 


When we came to modern drama 


we could but 
feel that 
in 
spite 


of 
critic's assertion 
to

trary, that the best drama of today 
is the high and noble. Perhaps Mrs. 
J. .1. Morgan's splendid rendition cf 
a portion of Zaugwil's "The Melting 
Pot," was the 
strongest 
factor 
in 


framing this opinion. Certain it is 
that there are few things in litera- 
ture which can so kindle American 
love of- country as this play of the 
great modern, Israel Zangwll, who 
is regarded as a master. 


Mrs. G. D. Jennings was chairman 


of the day for music, and we were 
pleasurably set in tune at the very 
outset of the program by the sweet 
singing of Miss Edith Sinclaire of 
Pueblo. Colorado, who sang. "Rose 
Softly Blooming," by Spohr.
